The end Js 
frecdom, justice, and peace in equal 
measure for all, secure against at- 
tock from without and within. It is 
only by adding spiritual dignity and 
material happiness to human life in 
all its myriad homes, that an Em- 
pire cnn claim to be of service to its 
own peoples and the world.” 

Wiis Majesty concluded with a 
special greeting to the young listen- 
ers, urging them to remember that 
the key to all progress lay in faith, 
hope and love. . 

"Thelr Majestics arrived at Winnipeg 
at 10,30 a.m. local time, having slept 
for the second night in succession 
aboard the royal train as it sped 
westward from Fort William. 

Extending o royal welcome to Thelr 
Majestles, Mr. John Bracken, Premier 
of Manitoba sald that while they did 
not forget the best traditions of their 
ancestral Jands, they all met their 
soverelgns as citizens of Canada, 
proud to be members of the Common. 
wealth of British nations, and prouder 
atill of the traditions of the British 
Crown and British parllamentary 
institutlons. 

The King replying sald that the 
people of Manitoba, having united 
many races in a common citizenship, 
might well be proud of such splendid 
fruit. . :

As regards the proportion of 
Tsingtao shipments to Europe, 
formerly carried by British ships, 
the figures for 1935 and 1936 were 
approximately 36 and 62 per cent. 
The actual tonnage carried in 1936, 
however, showed some decrease on 
that of 1935.—Reuter.*

M.C.C. STATEMENT 
ON 8-BALL OVER 


The M.C.C. have issued 
regarding the eight-ball over 


the following: announcement 
experiment: __ 


“As has already been notified, the eight-ball over will 
be adopted in first-class cricket as an experiment during 


the 1939 season. 


The M.C.C. think it desirable at this- 
juncture to clarify the position as regards other 


grades of 


cricket, especially in view of the fact that it is known that 
certain clubs have already experimented with the longer 


over, -and.no.doubt. many more clubs will wish to do so. 


“1t Is extremely unilkely that any 
change in the law will be made until 
a trial over two seasons In first-clnss 
cricket has been given to the eight- 
ball over, and therefore no change in 
the law need be anticipated before 
the scason of 1941. In the meantime, 
there is no objection to the cight- 
bail over being tried in league or 
club erlcket, in 1939 should this be 
wished... 

“Any trials, howeferain the case of 
clubs affiliated to conferences, leagues 
or associations can only be carried 
out subject to the regulations of the 
executive bodies concerned. An op- 
portunity will be given to clubs, 
to express their views on this sub= 
ject at the end of the 1939 season, in 
order to enable the M.C.C. to decide 
whether any modifications for trials 
fn 1940 are desirable, At the con- 
clusion of the 1940 season, fina!

The M.C.C. have issued 
regarding the cight-ball over 


the following announcement :

“As has already been notified, the eight-ball over will 
be adopted in first-class cricket as:an experiment during 


the 1939 season. The M.C.C. think it 


desirable at this 


juncture to clarify the position as regards othor. grades of. 
cricket, especially in view of the fact that it is known that 
certain clubs have already experimented with the longer 
over, and no doubt many more clubs will wish to do so. 


“It is extremely unlikely that any 
change In the law will be mado until 
a trinl.over two seasons In first-class 
cricket has been given. tothe cight-~ 
ball over, and therefore no change in 
the law need be anticipated before 
the season of 1941. In the meantime, 
there is no objection to the elght- 
bail over belng tried In league or 
club cricket in 1030 should this be 
wished, : 


“Any trials, however, in the case of 
clubs aMfillated to conferences, leagues 
or ossoclations can only be carried 
out subject to the regulations of the 
executive bodies concerned. An op- 
portunity will be given to clubs, &c., 
to express their views on thia sub- 
ject at the end of the 1999 season, in 
order to enable the M.C.C, to decide 
whether any modifications for trials 
in 1940 are desirable. At the con- 
clusion of the 1040 season, .final 
opinions of clubs, &., will be asked 
‘or, : :

DOUBTS OF 
A PARSON 


Doubts ns to the eMency of paci- 
fism in preventing war at the present 
time were expressed by the Rev. F. 
Short in an address to the Peace 
Pledge Union at its weekly mecting 
yesterday ut the Challenge Book 
Shop, . : 

Merely to confront the world with 
u refusal to fight, even if that refusal 
be accompanied with a disinterested 
offer of arbitration and enquiry, 
seemed to him, he said, to negiect the 
fact that force wisely controlled and 
used, could be one of the factors 
which would make for the peace of 
-the world in some such Hmited sense 
as the “law' makes for the peace of 
the indlvidual. 

The following are extracts from 
the address: : 

I have no doubt thnt the peace 
whichis in the mind of God will re- 
move the evil of War, and oll other 
ills to which man {s subject. 

Nor have I any doubt that war 
con ever be the instrument of God's 
peace. At Its worst, as the instru- 
ment of aggression, jt fs the negation 
and trustration of the Divinc pur- 
pose; at its best—for it is inaccurate 
and unfair to evaluate all wars at 
one low level—it Is a negative pre- 
ventive of injustice. 

It bars the way to aggression; it 
can never solve the real probiems 
which confront humanity; it can 
bring man at its conclusion, with 
scales ndmittedly heavily weighted, 
to the place where justice may be 
done, and the decisive problems of 
peoples resolved. 

FUTILITY OF WAR 

The end of a war can never be 
the end of the action; it is the pre- 
lude to real statecraft—the oppor- 
tunity to garner out of its tragedy 
the hope of.God's peace. That it has 
almost always, if not invariably, 
fatled to achieve a.place which is 
more than an interruption of strife— 
is an indication of the diffictitics 
which war ftsclf engenders, and of

the utter futility of war as a means: 


of settling disputes between nations. 

It follows that I am interested in 
all that makes war unnecessary. 
Frankly, I have no doubt, that to 
banish war there is one essential, the 
recovery of the sense of God and 
the acceptance of responsible religion.

shade. and. degree-may_vary._but_no. 


people in the world fs free from res- 
ponsibllity for past wars, nor free 
from acceptance within {ts life of 
factors that make for war.

: BERLIN, May 24. 

THE German foreign trade 
import for April reveals a sharp 
decline as compared with March, 
imports having dropped from 
613 million marks in March to 
302.6 million marks in April, 
and the exports from 489.6 
million marks to 437.7 million 
marks, 


An export surplus of 365.1, 


million marks was achicved in 
April. The atatistics show the 
situation as more unfavourable 
than it really is, because figures 

_for April no longer include the 
protectorate of Bohemia and 
Moravia or Memel among the 
foreign countries. 

The Relch Buresu of Statistics at- 
tributes the decline to the perlod of 
the year, the imports from European 
countries decreased from 311 million 
marks In March to 230 mitilon in 
April, while those from overseas fell 
from 301 milion marks in March, to 

236 millions In April. 

Exports to Kuropean countries de- 
clined from 352 million marks in 
- March to 300 million in April, while 
those to overseas countrics droppe! 
from 137 million to 128 million .

| On a review of these pros and cons 
we feel, without necessarily regard- 
Ing all the other objections as com- 
really 
vital question 1s the possibility of 
effective administration under the 
conditions prevailing in Hongkong. 
* Before going further, certain other 
polnts arising out of ..the possible 
institution of an Income Tax require 
consideration, ; 

Having regard ‘to the necessary 
minimum cost of an Income Tax 
Department it would be uneconomic 
to impose It at a very low. rate; and 
it would probably, be found that the 
maximum-rate- should eventually be 
put at 10 per cent. 

Wo consfder, however, that the tax 
would: be more easily accepted and 
less Hable to evasion if the maximum 
rate on its ‘first institution wero put 
nt & per cent. 

Even at that low rate, and allow- 
ing for reasonably generous personal, 
family and other allowances, - but 
always assuming effective administra- 
tion, the existing very imperfect 
statistica of the ‘income of the 
Colony suggest that.the yleld might 
be of the order of $5,000,000 per 
annum, fled 

This is, we hope, a larger sum than 
the Government Js secking to raise 
at once as additional revenue, The 
imposition of an Income Tax ‘would 
no doubt be followed by remissions 
in other forms of taxation. : 

“That would, of course, offer the 
opportunity of a further simplifica- 
tion of the taxatlon system and ren- 
der possibly the abolition of various 
minor irritating taxes, besides making 
quite unnecessary any of the “minor’ 
increases referred to above. 

, Should: Bo Imposed 

Our conclusion is that the advant- 
nges of on eficiently administered In- 
come tax over other forms are overe 
whelming from the point of view of 
equity, and that, if it be considered 
that the tax Is capable of successful 
administration, in the Colony, Jt 
should be Imposed as soon as addi- 
tlonial revenue on a substantial neale 
becomes a necessity. In view, how- 
ever, of the undoubted force of many 
arguments opposing the introduction 
of the tax locally, we must qualify 
our recommendation in five ways: 
(a) We must not be taken os expetss- 

ing the opinion that such sub- 
stantial extra revenuc Is actually 
necessary; In so fur as more re- 
venue is needed ‘owing to the 
growth of the Colony that very 
growth Is likely automatically to 
incrense the revenue, while It ds 
outside our province to consider 
how far it may be needed to 
finance new or improved services. 
The possthility of the successful 
working of the tax should. first 
be the srbject of a detailed in- 
vestigation with the assistance of 
an expert, preferably familiar 
with the collection of the tax in 
un Eastern country.
